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Cooper  Hall  Will  Suspend 
At  End  Of  School  Season 


Existing  World 
Conditions  Are 
Cause  Of  Decision 


Operation  of  Cooper  Hall  will 
be  discontinued  at  the  close  of 
the  present  school  year  because 
of  existing  world  conditions,  it 
was  decided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  held  on  Wed- 
nesday. 

In  making  public  the  decision, 
the  school's  trustees  released  a 
resolution  which  expresses  the 
gratitude  and  appreciation  of 
the  board  to  Mrs.  Lydia  Dixon 
Sheppard.  principal,  and  to  her 
corps  of  teachers  for  their  faith- 
ful, efficient  and  devoted  service 
in  carrying  on  the  affairs  of 
the  eschool. 

Announcement  of  the  decision 
of  the  board  of  trustees  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Sheppard  to  the  students 
this  morning,  and  at  the  same 
time  patrons  of  the  school  were 
notified  by  means  of  a  letter 
addressed:  "To  the  Cooper  Hall 
patrons."  Text  of  the  letter  was 
as   follows: 

"To  the  Cooper  Hall  Patrons: 

"It  is  our  duty  to  inform  you 
that  the  trustees  of  Cooper  Hall, 
after  careful  and  thoughtful  con- 
sideration, regret  to  announce 
that  present  world  conditions  and 
circumstances  over  which  they 
have  no  control  make  it  seem 
advisable  and  necessary  to  dis- 
continue the  operation  of  the 
schcool  at  the  close  of  the  cur- 
rent school  year. 

"Cooper  Hall  was  founded  in 
an  unselfish  desire  to  be  of  serv- 
ice to  young  people,  and  has  op- 
erated without  financial  profit  to 
any  individual  or  group.  The 
trustees  and  faculty  cherish  the 
hope  that  some  real  contribution 
has  been  made  to  the  lives  of 
the  boys  and  girls  who  have  at- 
tended  the   school,   and   throuph 


them    to    the   life    of    the    com- 
munity itself. 

"The  school  authorities  have  a 
deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  obli- 
gation to  all  who  have  given 
their  service  and  loyalty  to  the 
institution;  and  the  trustes  feel 
a  particular  obligation  to  the 
students,  the  teachers  and  those 
who  have  entrusted  their  sons 
and  daughters  to  the  ministra- 
tions of  the  school.  They  are, 
therefore,  also  grateful  that  an 
excellent  public  school  system  in 
Rome  and  Floyd  County  makes 
it  possible  for  the  students  to 
continue  their  education  without 
loss  of  time,  grade  or  opportunity. 
"We  shall  follow  the  career  of: 
your  child  with  affectionate  in- 
terests; and  we  profoundly  hope 
that,  although  the  school  itself 
will  be  discontinued,  the  prin- 
ciples it  inculcated  will  endure 
and  its  influences  remain  to  en- 
rich and  to  bless  the  lives  of 
many.

Cooper  Hall  was  founded  in 
1926  by  Mrs.  Andrew  A.  Cooper. 
The  original  board  of  trustees  was 
composed  of  Mrs.  Andrew  Cooper. 
Mrs.  Barry  Wright  and  Dr.  C.  R. 
Wilcox. 

The  school  started  with  a  few 
students  in  the  elementary 
grades,  but  it  grew  and  prosper- 
ed, adding  a  grade  each  year,  and 
in  1935  with  a  full  high  school  de- 
partment the  entire  school  was 
accredited  by  the  state  of  Geor- 
gia. The  first  graduates  in  1934 
were  admitted  without  examina- 
tion to  the  colleges  of  the  state; 
and  since  that  time  its  graduates 
have  been  admitted  to  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the 
country  and  have  made  enviable 
records.

The  record  of  many  of  its  gradu- 
ates in  various  colleges  is  a  source 
of  pride  and  satisfaction  and  re- 
flects the  splendid  quality  of 
training  they  ha,ve  received  at 
Cooper  Hall. 

"In  addition,  the  instructors 
have  provided  an  environment 
and  created  a  school  spirit  in 
which  each  student  has  received 
training  in  the  ideals  of  good 
citizenship.
